New York, January 17.—By private wire 
to C. Knox, manager.—The speculation 
is still in a state of ‘‘masterly inactivity’’ 
if any one chooses to regard it in that 
light.

MR. PARROTT’S PLANS 


He Has Been in New York for More 
Than Two Weeks. 


THE BIG RAILROAD DEAL AGAIN 


It Is Believed Mr. Parrott Will Bring Good 
News About the Success of His 
Scheme--Other News. 


Mr. George Parrott will probably return 
to Atlanta today after a trip to New York, 


‘where it is understood he has been for 


more than a fortnight closing negotiations 
for the culmination of the deal for joining 
the Georgia Midland and Gulf railroad and 


the Columbus Southern, with proper ex- 


tensions, to form a great through line from 
Atianta to Florida points. 

The scheme has already been outlined in 
The Constitution in detail. It is the pur- 
pose of the holders of shares in these cor- 
porations to bring about such a change in 
the management as to form a more direct 
route and to pool the destinies of the two 
roads under one common head. 

Several months ago Mr. Parrott spent 
some time in New York arranging for the 
deal. He brought things to a pretty satis- 
factory understanding with the capitalists 
who are interested jointly with the Chatta- 
hoochee Brick Company, which Mr. Parrott 
represents. 

The ,Georgia. Midiand stand Gulf runs 
from McDonough, Ga., to Columbus, Ga. 
The Columbus Southern runs from Colum- 
bus to Albany. -By joining the two roads— 
both of which are owned by the same men— 
there will be a through line of nearly 100 
miles, and by*-extending the Georgia .Mid- 
land and Gulf from McDonough to Atlanta, 
a distance of about twenty-five miles, and 
extending the Columbus Southern at the 
south to Jacksonville, the Florida line will 
be complete. 

In Atlanta connection wili be made with 
the lines that run out to the great cities 
of the west and with all the outlets to the 
east. 

The Chattahoochee Brick Company is the 
principal holder in the Georgia Midland 
and Gulf and the Columbus Southern prop- 
erties, and Messrs. G. W. Parrott, W. B. 
Lowe and James English, who form the 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, are deeply 
interested in the scheme to unite the roads 
in question and make the_ extensions that 
are necessary for the formation of the 
new line. 

It is understood that visit 
one, 
and it is known that the determination of 
the people behind the scheme is to push the 
work right along to a speedy completion. 
It is not yet known how the road from 
McDonough will enter Atlanta. It is known 
that a conference has been held with the 
officials of the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis by Mr.- Parrott and his associ- 
ates with a view to securing a deal by 
which the new line may enter the city with 
the use of the Western and Atlantic’s ter-

_minal facilities, the Western and Atlantic 


being a leased line of the Nashville, Chat- 
ianooga and St. Louis. 

A rumor runs to the effect that another 
deal was proposed to the Seaboard Air-Line 
people in order to bring the new road over 
its belt line, tapping the tracks of the 
Seaboard at some convenient point between 
here and Decatur. 

This matter, however, it is said, is still 
in doubt and unsettled. Other roads are 
being consulted as to an advantageous en- 
trance to the heart of Atlanta, 

The purpose of the promoters of this no- 
table railroad scheme. is to have the 
through line tod Florida in operation by the 
time the exposition opens in this city. 

‘ It will mean very much to the city of 
Atlanta and to the community through 
which the trunk line is to run. The Geor- 
gia Midland and Gulf and the Columbus 
Southern have not been in a very prosper- 
ous condition the past few years and it 
was decided by the holders of the property 
that the reason was because of the lack of 
connection. ‘the two lines have been op- 
erated solely on a@ local basis. The idea is 
to combine them under one management 
and give them such extensions as will 
place them in direct touch with the great 
world of commerce and trade, thus causing 
them the enjoyment of a prosperity hither- 
to impossible. 

A Southern Conference Called. 


Chairman Seth Fink, of the southern 
freight committee, has called a meeting to 
be held at the Wainwright building in 8t. 
Louis on the 22d instant for the purpose 
of taking up the following questions: 

Revison of differentials te be used in mak- 
ing rates from all points which make rates 
in Mississippi valley territory on a differen- 
tial basis, and the definition of the territory 
to which the differentials shall apply.

Such Is Interpreted to Be the Mean- 
ing of the New York Meeting. 

The officials of the Southern Passenger 
Association who went to New York sev- 
eral days ago to attend the meeting called 
for the purpose of taking some steps looking 
to a complete renovation of the organiza- 
tion, will return today. 

They have had a great “water haul,”’ in 
that the meeting at New York was a faii- 
ure. There were only ten members of the 
association present in New York and it 
required thirteen to have a quorum. The 
failure to have a quorum et a meeting 
whose purpose was so important as the 
fixing of the very founda®@06n pillars of the 
association shows the wondrous lack of in- 
terest in the organization and argues un- 
mistakably that the Southern Pagsenger As- 
Scciation as it new stands is tottering rap- 
idly to the ground. 

If it is ever placed on its feet again it 
will be after a thorough and complete re- 
organization—a reorganization on an en- 
tirely different plane. 

The New York Herald has the following 
report of the recent meeting in that city: 

“The Southern Passenger Association has 
gone to pieces—that is the meaning of the 
failure to hold the regular annual meeting 
yesterday, which was appointed to take 
Place at the Waldorf. 

“It required thirteen members for a quo- 
rum, and only ten put in an appearance. 
Eleven companies have already withdrawn 
from the association for a variety of rea- 
Sons, and by remaining away, they signified 
their unwillingness to renew the agreement 
for another year, as is the custom, in order 
to “hg erg the association. 

“The first companies to withdraw were 
the Queen a Crescent and Louisville and 
Nashville, and the others followed shortly 
after, These two companies got out be- 
cause of a controversy with ‘each other, 
which the association was unable to settle 
satisfactorily to either. Both of them had 
been engaged in rate cutting, but each 
Claimed that the other took the initiative. 

“Although no regular meeting could be 
held for iack of a quorum, the representa- 
tives of the eight railroads, Commissioner 
E. R. Stahlman and Assistant Commis- 
sioner M. Slaughter, had an informal con- 
ference. H. Walters, president of the At- 
lantic Coast Lire, acted as chairman. It 
Was decided to cali a mass meeting within 
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three weeks at Atlanta of all parties inter. | 


ested in southern traffic matters, it bei

‘Unless we persuade the seceding) mem- 
bers to return,’ said Mr. Walters af the 
meeting, ‘there is no hope of reviving the 
association. As to the reason why the sev- 
eral railroads withdrew, it is the purpose 
of the masg meeting to find cut. No one 
seems to know. 

“There are bound to be dissenting views 
in any organization, but I think that most 
of those who have withdrawn did so under 
& misapprehension. However, we hope to 
meet the dissatisfied members and straizht- 
en everything out satisfactorily. I do not 
belleve that rate cutting was the cause of 
the withdrawals, as comparatively little 
was ever done.’ ’’

"REAGAN LOCATED, 
He Will Testify in the Batley Case 
This Morning. 


ALTHOUGH THE ARGUMENT HAS BEGUN 


His Testimony Is Very Important—Three 
Speeches Today by Cotonels W. D. 
Ellis, T. W. Latbam and Sol, Hill. 


A very unusual feature in connection with 
the trial of B. E. Balley, charged with a 
hand in the killing of Captain H. O. King, 
will be the introduction of a brand new 
witness this morning. 

The testimony was concluded yesterday 
morning at ll o'clock and the argument be- 
fore the jur} commenced. at will be out of 
the usual order to introduce a witness at 
this stage of the proceedings, but the na- 
ture of the disputed point is such as to 
make the introduction of the witness an 
imperative necessity. 

The name of this witness is J. E. Reagan, 
better known as Ed Keagan. 

His. name was brdéught into the case last 
Wednesday afternoon and the testimony 
went to show that he was the man who 
counseled Alex Carr on the day of the 
killing and urged him to fire upon King 
while he had the opportunity. 

It was thought at the time by many in 
the courtroom that Reagan was another 
Brown Allen and was merely a fiction by 
which the defendant sought to improve his 
cause before the jury. Later on, however, 
it was disclosed that Reagan was a flesh 
and blood citizen of Georgia and not a 
mere phantom 

Two or three witnesses have testified as 
to his existence and to the additional fact 
of having seen him in Atlanta at the time 
of the killing. 

Reagan was located at Carroliton, Ga., 
yesterday afternoon and a telegram was 
sent to him at that place directing him to 
come at once to Atlanta. He faued to re- 
ceive it in time, however, and telegraphed 
that he would come to the city on the first 
train this morning. 

He will be introduced by the prosecution 
this morning and the effect of his testimony 
will be to show that he was not the man 
whe urged Carr to do the killing. This will 
destroy the effect of the evidence introduced 
to fasten the guilt upon another party. 

After the examination of two or three 
withesses yesterday morning the argument 
before the judge commenced. 

The first speaker was Jadge James A. 
Anderson. His speech was an exhaustive 
and able presentation of the argument from 
the standpoint of the prosecution, 
viewed the evidence from beginning to end 
and made a profound impression upon the 
jury. 

At the close of Judge Anderson's speech 
Judge Clark adjourned court until 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. At this hour Colonel 
Frank L. ‘Haralson, addressed the court in 
behalf of the defendant.. He continued to 
speak until 5 o'clock in the afternoon, at 
Which hour court declared a recess until 
this morning at 9 o’clock. Colonel Haral- 
son's speech was an eloquent review of the 
case and he handled it is a masterly man- 
ner. 

This morning Colonel W. D. Ellis will 
speak for the prosecution. _He will be fol- 
lowed by Colonel T. W. Latham, in behalf 
of the defendant, and Solicitor Hill will 
close the argument for the state. A ver- 
dict will be reached this afternoon. 

The defense does not contend that Bailey 
had nothing to do with the affair. They 
admit that he urge! Carr to move on after 
the’ shooting occurred, but his reason for 
doing sO was because he apprehended a 
lynching. %

He Filed an Important Document in 
the Clerk’s Office Yesterday. 

Mr. E. A. Angier filed an interesting re- 
port in the clerk’s office yesterday ofternoon 
in the tase of the Central Trust Company, 
of New York, against the Georgia Pacific 
railway. 

The report stated that the purchaser of 
the road, the Southern Railway Company, 
had paid on its bid the sum of $125,000, de- 
posited with the American Trust and Bank- 
ing Company. The purchaser had also de- 
livered $3,990,500 of consolidated second 
mortgage bonds, secufed by a second mort- 
gage, dated May 1, 1888, to the Central 
Turst Company, of New York. The pur- 
chaser requested that each and every bond 
and coupon attached be stamped with a 
payment of its proportionate part of the 
sum of $375,000, the portion of such bid not 
paid in cash. The proportionate amount to 
be applied 40 each $1,000 bond was $75.
